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ORCTV Video Camp 

Teaching 21st Century Skills

The scene at the ORCTV studios on Front Street 
in Marion on Tuesday, February 17, 2009 showed a group 
of Tri-Town students gathered in a semi-circle on the floor 
around ORCTV Executive Director Kimberly Miot as she 
explained advertising concepts, strategies and techniques 
as part of a three-day video production camp sponsored 
by the local nonprofit. The students, ranging in age from 
12 to 15, were making use of some of their winter vacation 
time to learn some 21st Century skills in video produc- 
tion. The camp, from 11:00 am to 2:00 pm on February 17, 
18 and 19, cost $100 per student, with the cost of registra- 
tion including snacks, a t-shirt and an annual membership 
in ORCTV, cable community television serving the Towns 
of Marion, Mattapoisett and Rochester. 

Ms. Miot, assisted by ORCTV Access Manager 
Robert Chiarito, seems to get as much out of the experi- 
ence as the young people: "These kids are so smart, and 
there is so much that they already know when they walk 
in here," Miot said, "and many of them are already mak- 
ing their own videos, and are very familiar with outlets 
like YouTube. It is exciting for me to see them so interest- 
ed in video production." Another video production camp 
will be held at ORCTV during spring vacation, on April 
21, 22 and 23, from 11:00 am to 2:00 pm, with the same 
registration fee of $100. This summer, there will be two.

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two-week camps, one in July and one in August, with a 
registration fee of $200. Details on the camps are avail- 
able at the organization's website, www.orctv.org. 

At the opening session on February 17, Ms. Miot 
led the students on a discussion of advertising, including 
what makes advertising effective, how advertising is cre- 
ated, how advertising targets specific audiences, and what 
techniques advertising uses to create a lasting impression 
of a product or service. Students also learned how to use 
a tripod, a videocamera and related technical accessories 
to ensure professional video productions. Ms. Miot also 
explained the variety of audio techniques employed in 
video production, including several different types of 
microphones, which are utilized for different shooting 
locations: shotgun microphones mounted on a tripod- 
mounted videocamera for photographing events such 
as parades and speeches; omni-directional microphones 
used for standup interviews, with the microphone passed 
from interviewer to interviewee, as on many television 
news programs; and lavaliere microphones, which can be 
clipped to a person's clothing for sit-down interviews in 
a television studio. The students also learned how audio 
boards can be used to provide multiple microphones for 
events such as musical concerts, and how the various mi- 
crophones can then be mixed to produce the best quality 
audio for a program. 

ORCTV is public, education and government 
community access television serving the Tri-Town area, 
whose mission is "to offer the public the tools, training 
and assistance needed to use the medium of television 
as a forum for expressing a diversity of views, interests 
and backgrounds." Membership in ORCTV is available 
to anyone who lives, works or attends school in Marion, 
Mattapoisett or Rochester, including Tri-Town residents 
who attend local vocational-technical high schools, along 
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with anyone living within a 10-mile radius of the ORCTV 
studios at 345 Front Street in Marion. The organization 
operates a popular Tri-Town video bulletin board that of- 
fers space to Town departments, organizations and other 
nonprofit entities. Adults are welcome to learn about 
video production as well, with regular classes offered to 
all new members at the ORCTV studios. Programming 
on ORCTV is as diverse as the communities it serves, 
and may focus on local information and events as well as 
issues of national or global concern, and may be educa- 
tional, political, artistic, cultural, religious or entertaining 
in nature. 

ORR Budget Meeting 

February 12, 2009

ORR Superintendent Dr. William R. Cooper 
presented the draft budget for the regional schools at a 
meeting of school committee members and Tri-Town of- 
ficials held on Thursday, February 12, 2009 at 5:30 pm in 
the Superintendent's Office at ORRHS 

The Superintendent said that the ORR School 
Committee is seeking the support of the Town Finance 
Committees and Boards of Selectmen for the proposed 
budget, which reflects an overall increase of 2.01 percent. 
"Staying with the two percent increase was difficult,'' Dr. 
Cooper said. "The cuts that were necessary include, with 
four teachers retiring, only one will be replaced. The as- 
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sistant superintendent will be retiring this spring and will 
not be replaced in fiscal year 2010.'' 

The draft budget distributed at the meeting states 
that in order to "meet the goal of a more constrained 
budget proposal that acknowledges the financial realities 
of the day, the administration has sought first to maintain 
the scholastic opportunities available for grades 7-12. 
Youngsters in the comprehensive programs have been 
the strength of the ORR experience. Rather than eliminate 
programs, the budget reduction efforts, if accepted, will 
lead to in some areas larger class sizes and fewer field 
trips, games, competitions, etc. in FY'lO. The upsizing 
of class sections and the downsizing of extra-curricular 
schedules will be real, but not extraordinary.'' 

The Fiscal Year 2010 assessments for the three 
Towns is as follows: Marion, $3,890,178.25 (31.29 per- 
cent of total); Mattapoisett, $4,916,244.42 (39.54 percent 
of total); and Rochester, $3,626,564.34 (29.17 percent of 
total). The regional district saw an overall decrease of 51 
students as of October 1, 2008, with a reduction of 21 for 
Marion, a reduction of 27 for Mattapoisett, and a reduc- 
tion of three for Rochester. As a result, Marion's assess- 
ment under the proposed budget will increase by 21.96 
percent, Mattapoisett's assessment will increase by 0.78 
percent, and Rochester's assessment will increase by 77.96 
percent. 

Dr. Cooper noted, "School committees are well 
aware that they need endorsement of their budgets by the 
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Finance Committee and Board of Selectmen of their town 
prior to the Town Meeting in each town/' According to 
the draft budget, the most significant changes employed 
to achieve the two percent ceiling on budget growth 
include the elimination of five existing positions in Fis- 
cal Year 2010: 1.4 FTE (full time equivalent) high school 
teacher; one high school clerical position; one special edu- 
cation assistant position; one regular education assistant 
position; and two high school assistant coach positions. 
In addition, the draft budget has trimmed both the sup- 
plies and equipment line items severely, according to the 
budget documents distributed at the meeting. 

The Superintendent asked the Town Administra- 
tors "to get word back on the proposed budget in a couple 
of weeks." Mr. Nectow said that a possible date for a 
public hearing on the draft budget is March 3, 2009, with 
a vote on the draft budget by the ORR School Commit- 
tee at its regularly scheduled meeting on MarchlO, 2009. 
Those actions would pave the way for consideration of 
the budget at the annual Town Meeting in each of the 
three towns. The Superintendent adjourned the meeting 
at 7:10 pm.

"Moving to Mattapoisett makes much more sense 
geographically, since we cover not just the tri-town, but 
Acushnet, Fairhaven and Wareham as well,'' said Parola. 
"I have board approval to submit plans to affiliate Dart- 
mouth and New Bedford as well. Wareham is as far east 
as you can go in this district, so we couldn't focus on all of 
the towns." 

Their first day of business in Mattapoisett is 
March 2 and March 25 is their open house at the Matta- 
poisett Library from 5 p.m. to 7:30 p.m. 

"I really think that our volunteer base will spread 
now that we are in Mattapoisett," said Parola. "All seven 
volunteer-built homes were in Wareham, largely in part 
because the land was donated to us in Wareham. If your 
address is in Wareham, you tend to hear more from Ware- 
ham people. Hopefully, this will spread us out more." 

Parola, a Rochester native, explained that land is 
the most expensive and hardest to come by commodity. 
She hopes to work with area municipalities on town- 
owned land that can be either donated or purchased at a 
low cost. 

There are three divisions of Habitat for Humanity 
on Cape Cod, servicing upper, lower and mid-Cape, as 
well as Greater Plymouth, which services Carver, Kings- 
ton, Plimpton and Middleboro. Parola said that although 
there is a division in Fall River, they not in close commu- 
nication with them, but the decision to add Dartmouth 
and New Bedford has nothing to do with the Fall River 
division. 

"I would love to sit at a board meeting and know 
we have a piece of property in all of our affiliate towns," 
explained Parola with a smile on her face. "It could just 
be a flip of the coin as to where we would want to build 
next."

Happenings at ORRHS

This year's senior elective, economics classes at 
ORRHS have recently participated in the NEFE High School 
Financial Planning Program, which is a course entailing in- 
teractive lessons on budgeting, saving and investing, credit, 
identity protection and risk management. Mr. Kim Frink, an 
advisor with Invest Financial, and Mr. Erich Carroll, who 
is the student's daily economics teacher, teaches all three 
classes. 

Once the course was completed, 83 of the students 
went on to take the National Financial Literacy Challenge. 
This is a voluntary, 35-question test taken online that helps 
analyze how much financial knowledge was obtained from 
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the course. The students from ORR did an exceptional job, 
as of the 75,000 high school students who took the exam 
nation wide, 54 from Old Rochester scored in the top 25*^ 
percentile. (Fergus Falls School in Minnesota is the only 
other school in the country that topped 54 high-scorers.) 
A senior of the 2008 graduating class. Tucker Johnson had 
a perfect score on the test last year and was recognized in 
Washington, D.C by the President's Advisory Council on 
Financial Literacy. This year, Scott Perry and Alex Goodman 
scored in the top Ipercent. This means that they were able 
to answer 33, or more, out of the 35 questions correctly and 
is therefore earning the National Financial Literacy Award. 
Only 362 students nationwide were awarded this high level 
of recognition. 

On Monday February 23"^^^, Old Rochester Regional 
High School is looking to host the awards ceremony to honor 
all 54 students that scored in the top 25%. U.S Rep. Barney 
Frank and State Rep. Straus should be there to congratulate 
the students on their success. Rep. William M. Straus will 
be presenting the certificates while Rep. Frank will present 
medals to the two students who scored in the top 1%. The 
ceremony is scheduled to start at 7:45 AM in the school audi- 
torium and should last approximately one hour. All parents 
of the ORR students are invited to the special event. 

On Sunday, March 7*^ the ORR AFS student club 
invites everyone to their Second Annual Multicultural Fes- 
tival. The event will take place at 10:00 a.m. - 2:00 p.m. in the 
high school cafeteria. There will be tables set up with fun 
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games and cultural crafts. These activities will be targeted 
for pre-k through third grade children. Good music will 
play throughout the day as those attending will be receiv- 
ing the opportunity to explore the wonders of our world, 
using a passport to travel through the different regions. The 
event will also give families the chance to meet the visiting 
teacher and students who are joining ORR this year. Arboo 
is a teacher from Thailand who has been recently working at 
the junior high in hopes of exchanging information between 
Thailand culture and that of the United States.

Changes to Dunkin Donuts Plan Unveiled 
Marion Planning Board Meeting 

February 17, 2009

The Town of Marion Planning Board met at the 
Marion Town House in the Conference Room at 5:00 pm 
on Tuesday, February 17, 2009. Present were Vice Chair 
Peter F. Winters, Clerk Jay Ryder, Members Julia Deane 
Crowley, Stephen C. Gonsalves, Thomas R. Magauran 
and Patricia A. McArdle, Secretary to the Board Debra 
E. Paiva, and Town Counsel Jon Witten. Board Chair 
Joseph F. Napoli was absent. Vice Chair Winters opened 
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the meeting, and Mr. Magauran requested that a moment 
of silence be observed in memory of Franklin E. Winters, 
who died on February 10, 2009. The late Mr. Winters was 
a member of the Marion Planning Board for 20 years, and 
was the father of Vice Chair Winters. 

A motion was then made, seconded and carried 
unanimously to open the Public Hearing on the applica- 
tion of the Sardinha Family Trust for a Dunkin Donuts 
shop to be located at 450 Wareham Street in Marion. The 
Board noted that, the applicant had requested, due to the 
absence of a Board member (Chair Napoli), that the Public 
Hearing be continued to the next meeting of the Board on 
March 16, 2009 at 7:20 pm in the Conference Room of the 
Marion Town House. A motion to that effect was made, 
seconded and carried unanimously. 

Mr. Winters then announced that an informal 
discussion of the application, including new proposals 
for the site by the applicant, would be conducted but 
noted that the discussion, which would be recorded in 
the Board's meeting minutes, would not be included in 
the official record of the matter. Mr. Jack O'Leary, Senior 
Project Manager with Merrill Associates, Inc., registered 
professional engineers and land surveyors, represent- 
ing the applicant, then presented a new plan for the site. 
The new plan features an eight-foot-wide island with the 
planting of large trees, a reduction of the drive-thru lane 
width to 12 feet bringing the building closer to Wareham 
Street, additional trash barrels along walking routes from

the building, a rumble strip at the terminus of the drive- 
thru lane, tree boxes for additional stormwater manage- 
ment, and a sliding gate in front of the dumpster area. 

After a number of questions from members of the 
Board, members of the public were invited to ask ques- 
tions of Mr. O'Leary. One abutting resident asked about 
snow removal at the site in winter. Mr. O'Leary replied 
that there will be several places on the site where snow 
could be piled, and that any excess would have to be 
trucked off the site by the owner. Another local resident 
questioned the need for the gate and the landscaping 
island, and suggested that both features might make snow 
plowing in winter more difficult. Mr. O'Leary responded 
that both features have been included in the new plan to 



address traffic cut-through issues. He said that the trees 
proposed for the eight-foot island will be small trunk trees 
that are well-suited as street trees, with deep roots and 
high canopies. The question of the Santoro easement pos- 
sibly being modified by the new plan was discussed, and 
Town Counsel Jon Witten opined that any changes to the 
Santoro easement would likely cause the Zoning Board 
of Appeals to desire to renegotiate its settlement agree- 
ment with the applicant. Mr. Winters expressed the view, 
without objection from other members of the Board, that 
the applicant was ''moving in the right direction" with the 
proposal. 

In other business, the Board determined that 
due to an omission in the advertisement of the neighbor-

hood overlay district item, it will be re-advertised for the 
Board's March 16, 2009 meeting, and that no action would 
be taken until that meeting. The Master Plan Update is 
still under review, and is not ready for Board action. The 
Town Counsel reported that new FEMA coastal maps are 
projected to be issued sometime later this year, based on 
new calculations by that agency of flood zones. These 
new maps could impact many parts of the Town, but 
nothing is known about the maps at this time. Finally, Mr. 
Witten described the Governor's Ocean Initiative, which 
was passed in March 2008, and which created an "ocean 
trust'' that would allow communities to develop plans 
for ocean management. This would allow the Town to 
develop zoning that would apply to coastal waters that 
are within the corporate limits of the Town. 

The Board adjourned for the evening at 6:47 pm.

sessed at a future date by the board. Also, any town which 
Cody is relocated to must be informed of Cody's record. 

A question was raised about the current location 
of Cody, and the MacLean's representative. Attorney Mar- 
key, confirmed that the dog was now out of Marion and in 
Los Angeles, California. 

The board approved the motion and the MacLean 
dog hearing was closed. 

Next up. Fire Chief Richard J. Guerzoni arrived to 
discuss an ongoing issue at the Fire Department regard- 
ing smoking cigarettes in and around the building. There 
have been numerous complaints made by the people of 
Marion about this issue. Selectman Cushing stated that he 
had received four complaints in recent months. 

This is a matter that began three years ago, when 
a letter dated April 3, 2005 was written by a townsper- 
son complaining about the smoking in a public building. 
There is a state law which prohibits smoking within 25 
feet of a public building. With each offence there are fines. 

Fire Chief Guerzoni responded to these accusa- 
tions with "when the weather gets chilly, people have 
been moving closer in. Fve chased people down and 
made them aware of it. I hope we can close this issue.'' 

Selectman Cushing replied ''You have been 
named as one. You are the chief and you did not enforce 
it. This is a state law." 

In addition to the smoking at the Fire Depart- 
ment, it seems that there is a "Fire Department Trust 
Fund" and an ongoing raffle which are being conducted 
by the Chief without the proper legal authorization. 

Selectman Cushing addressed this by stating "I 
don't believe you have the authority to raise money for 
the town of Marion." 

Chief Guerzoni said "I wasn't aware that I 
couldn't do that."

DOGS AND PICKUP TRUCKS 

My dog loves to ride in the cargo area of our pickup truck. 
He is a big dog with a heavy coat. My question is how cold is 
too cold to let him travel in the back? 
I fear that you may be worried about garter snakes in 
a rattle snake pit. Hundreds of dogs die annually from 
jumps from pickup truck cargo beds. Dogs see another 
dog and want to play, they lean over the edge too far 
or are thrown out during an emergency avoidance ma- 
neuver or accident. Fractured legs are also common. 

If you must keep the dog in the cargo bed con- 
sider a cap. It will provide safety from jumping as well 
as windchill. 

The temperature that can be tolerated by any 
specific dog varies massively and depends to a large 
degree on acclimation. A dog that is kept outdoors in a 
dog house will be able to stand much colder conditions 
for longer than a housepet.

To the Editor: 

We are writing to express our opposition to the 
proposed sewer extension project for Mattapoisett Neck 
as it is currently written.. 

We own a home in Antassawamock and have an 
approved septic system with room for expansion never 
had a septic problem. We understand that some of our 
neighbors do have sewerage problems. However, our 
point is that we find it absolutely incredible that we can 
be required to pay for their problems. The betterment fee 
is estimated to be in the range of $30,000 - $40,000 per 
home. 

This project was voted down in September 2008 
in a card survey of Neck residents. It has since been 
resurrected by a small group of affected homeowners in a 
"citizen's petition''. As we understand it, if this petition is 
passed on March 3, then we will be required to pay for a 
sewer system that we do not even need. We would never 
ask our neighbors to pay this exorbitant amount to solve 
our septic problems. 

This doesn't seem right or fair. How can a small 
group of citizens require that our house be included in 
their project? We have never been officially notified that 
this expense could become a lien on our house, yet the 
vote takes place March 3 at a Special Town Meeting. (In- 
cidentally, due to prior plans made for our 25*^ wedding 
anniversary, we cannot even be there for the meeting.)

A handful of other property owners are in the 
same position, being required to pay huge betterment 
fees, despite their modern, expensive septic systems. The 
proposed sewer extension will run the length of Mat- 
tapoisett Neck. Most of the homes it passes will not have 
to pay a betterment fee nor will they be users. For some 
reason, our house is included in the plan, yet we do not 
have the same problem or need as the petitioners. 

Where does this end? What if the project costs go 
up to $50,000 or $60,000? How can a town require hom- 
eowners to pay this type of betterment fee for something 
that is not needed by the homeowner? 

We urge you to consider the fairness and the 
legality of this petition. We understand there are areas 
that need a solution and are willing to pay for this sewer 
extension project.

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petition calls for a $5,500,000 sev\^er expansion project for 
portions of Mattapoisett Neck. The proposal addresses the 
needs of primarily Antassawamock and Mashmere. 

It is my understanding, and in layman's terms, 
the plan calls for a re-engineering effort, then the installa- 
tion of a pressure operated pipe. The pipe is smaller than 
the pipe proposed for the project last year. Any future 
hookup, although physically possible, necessitates a costly 
engineering effort. Because the pipe would be at almost 
full capacity and cannot be easily interrupted, connection 
stubs v\^ould be installed for every household it passes. 
Sev\^er service to any future Neck areas would require the 
installation of a second sewer pipe on the Mattapoisett 
Neck Road. The need for water service to the Neck has 
not been addressed in the current expansion proposal. 

A copy of the petition can be obtained at the Of- 
fice of the Town Clerk or online. The Water and Sewer 
Department Superintendent can answer engineering 
questions.

To the Editor: 

As a life long resident of Rochester, I find it neces- 
sary to reflect on the "LaCamera Responds to Town Clerk 
Attacks''. I am always sad when everyone isn't able to get 
along but as I often remind my children that if everyone 
were the same, life would be way too boring and that it's 
important that people don't just "go along to get along" 
but be open to the opinion of others so they may make a 
more informed decision. This is to add opinion as well 
as fact from remarks being made in town and printed 
recently in various articles. 

In all the years that Ms. Parker has worked in at 
Town Hall, and as many time sheets she has signed, she 
certainly was aware of the "longtime practice" that had 
been in effect previously with employees being given 
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half-days on Fridays. The difference this past summer 
is that employees were now being given this as a paid 
benefit; meaning that they were not going to be required 
to make up this time with vacation or personal time. Se- 
lectmen had not approved this as a paid benefit and Ms. 
Parker should question the signing of a time sheet that 
was not accurate. Town employees had just received a 
3% cost of living raise along with a step and grade in- 
crease which actually averaged about a 6% increase over- 
all. I considered this to be a very generous increase since 
it was already known that excise income had decreased, 
SEMASS revenue had decreased and most were expecting 
that state funding would decrease. I definitely don't be- 
lieve it was fair or right that WHO in the town hall made 
a decision to give Friday afternoons off with pay - not as 
time that would have to be made up, but as time that the 
town would now be paying as a benefit? I would have to 
say thank you for Ms. Parker's questioning what she was 
being asked to sign or we would have never known who, 
why or when this was changed?!! 

I also can't believe that Mr. LaCamera would 
think he should be the person to sit down with Naida and 
tell her what the wrong approach would be when ques- 
tions of concern involved him. Certainly who would go 
to Mr. LaCamera or selectmen when town residents had 
filed a signed petition over concerns with the building 
inspector and that petition was never acted upon until a 
second petition was filed at a selectmen's meeting. Again 
in late Fall residents went to a selectmen's meeting to 
question if selectmen would be taking any action on the 
second petition only to find out that one of the selectmen 
had never even been made aware that a first petition had 
been filed.

Dr. Yankopolus served with that unit 
as the anesthetist on a six-person surgical team assigned to 
3rd Army evacuation and field hospitals in Europe until the 
end of WWII. He attained the rank of Captain and his wartime 
experience instilled a passion for surgery that he pursued after 
the war. It led him to complete a surgical residency, become 
board certified, and operate a general surgery practice based 
in his home office in New Bedford's North End. He served 
as Chief of Surgery at St. Luke's Hospital from 1969 to 1974 
and left private practice in 1980.

He remained inspired throughout life by the 
words spoken at his Normandin Junior High School baccalau- 
reate address by former New Bedford Mayor, Charles Ashley, 
who urged his graduating class to "Dig for Gold" in their back 
yard. He did just that. In 2005 he was recognized by the Hel- 
lenic Medical and Dental Association with the Hygia Award 
for his contributions to medicine. 

A summer resident of Mattapoisett, MA, his home 
by the sea was his personal paradise for over 55 years. It was 
his place of immense solitude and relaxation that he gener- 
ously shared with family and friends. An avid tennis player. 
Dr. Yankopolus once wrote that his greatest joy was playing 
tennis there with his wife and children, and later, his grand- 
children. The sport was a passion that replaced golf. A self 
described "hacker" he often recalled with delight and amuse- 
ment his one-time hole-in- 1.

Friday the 13th. Starring Jared Padalecki and Derek 
Mears. Directed by Marcus Nispel. Running time: 95 
minutes. MPAA rating: R. 

In 2005, Peter M. Bracke's gorgeous and 
obsessively detailed Crystal Lake Memories book was 
published. A reverent tribute to the Friday the 13th films, it 
covered the whole series from the first one (1980) to Freddy 
Vs. Jason (2003). But now that definitive tome is no longer 
definitive; there is now a new film, a "reboot" of the series. 
And if Bracke feels compelled to update his book to reflect 
the new entry, I won't be buying the second edition. Nor 
will I be adding this Friday the 13th to my shelf alongside 
the previous eleven films featuring hockey-masked slasher 
Jason Voorhees. For me, it's an expensive fan film, best 
forgotten. 

Let's start with the director, Marcus Nispel, who 
once got fired from his would-be Hollywood debut {End 
of Days) after attending a meeting and announcing to those 
present, "I am not interested in working with you guys 
if you don't give me the same respect you would give a 
Coppola or a Kubrick." Since then, Nispel has helmed 
such treasures as Pathfinder and the 2003 Texas Chainsaw 
Massacre remake, which like this film was produced under 
Michael Bay's Platinum Dunes shingle. Whatever he might 
say in interviews, Nispel seems to hate the horror genre, 
and he seems hell-bent on throwing away everything that 
distinguished the movies he remakes and turning them into 
grim, suspenseless slogs. 

Under the loving care of Tom Savini (who executed 
the special gore effects in the first and fourth Friday the 
13ths) and those who succeeded him, the Friday series 
gained a reputation for its imaginative kills, even in the 
old days when all they had to work with was latex and 
Karo syrup. The new Friday, which theoretically could' ve 
benefited from advances in technology, offers nothing in 
the way of robust carnage whatsoever. Jason goes after his 



victims with a machete or an axe, and the results are obscured 
either by the antsy editing or by the murky photography. So 
not only is the violence dull, you can hardly make it out. 

The plot finds a bunch of kids getting stoned at 
a cabin near Jason's stomping grounds of Camp Crystal 
Lake, while a biker-loner (Jared Padalecki) wanders around 
searching for his missing sister, who disappeared during 
an earlier Jason rampage. One of the kids (Travis Van 
Winkle), whose rich dad owns the cabin, is such an elitist 
and arrogant tool that the audience audibly yearns for his 
protracted and preferably messy death. It's such a simple 
audience-pleasing gambit: set up a profoundly loathsome 
character, sic Jason on him, and get us all giggling at the 
resulting fine red mist. And yet the movie fumbles this 
completely. Not to spoil anything, but all the filmmakers 
needed to do was have Jason spin the dude upside down 
before the truck took off, just to mess up that pretty-boy 
face. 

I don't know Peter M. Bracke, but I wouldn't 
be surprised if he didn't bother to add Friday the 13th 
MegaMix '09 to his book. All the elements are there — 
Jason, the woods, sex and drug use waiting to be sharply 
punished — but the soul is missing. I'd rather watch any 
of the old-school Friday flicks, even the weak fifth one that 
didn't even have the real Jason in it, than sit through this 
dreary pretender. I can't say the previous Jason outings 
were anything great; they're junk food, sometimes tasty 
junk food. Sometimes you just want a pizza. But what if 
you're served a pizza with no cheese and half the slices 
gone? This Friday the 13th fails at being even fun trash. 
There is no greater sin in movies.

10. Notwithstanding any language to the contrary found within the Zoning Bylaw, a lot within the Neigh- 
borhood Overlay District may contain more than one principal use and/or structure and/or more than one 
accessory use and/or structure. 

11. The Planning Board may grant a special permit for a use(s) or structure(s) with zero lot Hne setbacks 
where the Planning Board concludes, in its sole judgment, that such construction will help preserve open 
space, the aesthetic and visual design characteristics of the neighborhood and/or structures, will promote 
pedestrian and vehicular circulation and otherwise lead to an environmentally sensitive and appropriate 
development, and promote and protect pubHc health and safety.

Rochester Recycling Program 

Recyclables are picked up twice a month in Roch- 
ester on Thursday. Acceptable items include: clean dry 
newspapers, newspaper inserts, magazines, phone books, 
soda bottles (#1), liquor bottles (#1), detergent bottles 
(#2), milk jugs (#2), glass jars (brown, clear and green), 
aluminum and tin cans (food containers only). They have 
also recently added corrugated cardboard to the list that 
is picked up once a month on Thursday (Route 1 and 3 on 
the third Thursday, Route 2 and 4 on the fourth Thurs- 
day). 

The program does not accept: plastic bags or ties, 
junk mail, other plastic containers (#3, #4, #5, #6, or #7), 
eating utensils, film bags, polystyrene, juice packs, milk 
cartons, motor oil or chemical containers, paint cans, aero- 
sol cans, caps and lids, plate glass and mirrors, ceramics 
and statuettes, dinnerware or china, decorated bottles, or 
light bulbs and tubes. 

Residents are asked to crush all cardboard boxes 
flat and tie them together to prevent blowing around, 
to place mixed recyclables in the recycling bin, to place 
newspapers in a separate recycling bin or in paper bags, 
to place magazines in bags or bin with newspapers or tie 
them separately, to rinse and drain all containers so they 
are free of food, and place all recyclables on the curb by 
7:00 am for pick up.
